The firſt is, of thoſe that allow them all, 
even the three which are written only in 
Latin, as Faber, Roffenfis, Driedo, Maria- 
ms Victorius, Caniſius and Halloixius. The 
laſt of whom, tho' Living .in a clearer 
Age than the former; yet was not a better 
Critick than any of them that were be- 
fore him. We may alſo reckon almoſt in 
the ſame Rank, thoſe that admit all the 
Greek Letters, wherein they follow the 
opinion of Cardinal Bellarmin, Baronius 
and Poſſevin. The ſecond is of thoſe who 
reject all. Calvin was the chief Promoter 
of this opinion, being followed by the 
Centuriators, by Socinus, and even, aſter tho 
Editions of Uſher and FVoſſius, by Salmaſſus, 
Blondel, Albertinus and Daille, who have 
uſed their utmoſt Endeavours to ruin the 
Credit of their Copies.

Thus we have repreſented the different 
opinions concerning the Epiſtles ot St. 
Hratius; let us now Conſider which fide 
we ought to take... 

Firſt it is certain that the three Latin 
Epiſtles, whereof two are written to St. 
John, and the Third 10 the Virgin Mary 
are forged. St. Bernard is the firſt that 
quotes them in his 7th Sermon, on the 
Palm Qui habitat; they were unknown 
to the ancient and modern Grecian Writ. 
ers; they were never extant in Greek, 
and the affected gingling of words that · 
appears therein, ſhews that they were 
Compoſed in Latin, and by one of that 
Nation. Beſides they are written in a mean 
Style, and they are tull of uſeleſs Noti- 
ons unworthy of St. Jgnativs. 2 

Secondly, neither can it be doubted, 
but that the five Greek Letters, which 
are not quoted by Zuſebius and St. Jerom 
are in like manner counterieit. For had they

A, This Su ppoſition being falſe, the 
whole Objection muſt conſequently fall of 
it ſelf, and tho' we had no other proofs 
of the diſtinction of Biſhops and Prieſts 
in the ſecond Century, than the Epiſtles 
of St. Ignatius, yet we ought not to doubt 
thereof, and inſtead of inferring from 
thence that theſe Letters are counterſeit, 
it may well be concluded on the contrary, 
that the different orders of Biſhops and 
Prieſts, were eſtabliſhed in St. 3 
time, ſince they are found in the Epiſtles 
that have been acknowledged by all the 
Ancient Writers as certainly belonging 
to him: But there are many other Teſti- 
monies which make it appear, that there 
was a diſtinction between Biſhops and 
Prieſts even in the ſecond Age of the 
Church. Hegeſppus, for example, gives 
us a Catalogue of the Biſhops of Feru/al- 
em; can this be ſaid to be a Liſt of the 
Prieſts of that City? Polyerates hath made 
another of the Ancient Biſhops of Aa, 


and . Euſebius hath compiled that of the 
princi.

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principal Cities throughout the nw 
World ſince the time of Jeſus Chrift. 
Therefore there muſt of neceſſity have 
been always in the Church, Perſons cal- 
ed Biſhops, who preſided over Churches 

and Prieſts. The Martyrs of Lyons ſtyle 
Pothinus Biſhop, and St. Trenæus Prieſt. The 
Anonymous Author, cited by Euſebius d- 
gainſt the Cataphrygzans, diſtinguiſhes 
Prieſts from Biſhops. And there are in- 
finite numbers of Teſtimonies . and Argu- 
ments, by which it may be proved, that 
there was ſome difterence made between 
Prieſts and Biſhops even in the Second 
Century; but we ſhall inſiſt no longer on 
this ſubject: And I am aftraid that Thave 
already tired the Reader's patience in re- 
tuting all the Objections that have been 
alledged againſt the Epiſtles of St. na- 
tius, but I judged it neceſſary fot the Con- 

firmation of their Authority, 
It remains only, for the concluſion of 
our Critical Enquiries concerning theſe 
Epiſtles, to give ſome account of that to 
St. Polycarp. I know not what reaſon Uſher 
might have to reject it, ſince it plainly 
belongs to the number of the ſeven that 
are mentioned by Eu/ebins, who * 
r 


e 
ly diſtinguiſheth it from that which was 
written to the Inhabitants of Smyrna. St. 
Ferom follows Euſebius in this particular, 
Et proprie (ſays he) ad Polycarpum. It i; 
true indeed, that here he cites a Paſſage 
of the Epiſtle to the Smyrneans as apper. 
taining to that of Sr. Polycarp, but this 
may only be an Error as to matter of Fad, 
and it very frequently happens, that in 
Citations one work 1s taken for another, 
A notable mark of the Truth of this Epi. 
{tle is that in the Manuſcript of Florence, 
it is found to be different from the vul. 
gar Edition, as well as the fix others that 
are eſteemed Authentick, whereas all the 
reſt which are forged do not vary in this 
Manuſcript from the ordinary Editions; 
this ſhews, that the Author of theſe Let- 
ters, is the ſame Perſon that made the Ad- 
ditions in the real Epiſtles of St. Ignatius, 
and that all thoſe that are purged from 
theſe ſaid Additions in the above-cited 
Manuſcript of Florence, and in the Editi- 
on of Voſſus, are undoubtedly genuine. 

Upon the whole matter, all theſe E- 


piſlles are full of very wholſom Precepts, 


and uſefull Exhortations ; they are Ex- 
treamly worthy of a Chriſtian, of a Bt
